MAYOR DISRUPTS 
PLAN FOR ADDRESS 


WASHINGTON, March 17,"— 


Legalization of beer and light 
wines by the first week of April 
became a certainty today as the 
Senate returned the bill, modify- 
ing the Volstead act, to the House 
for approval of its amendments. 
The upper house voted the Mil, 
43-30. 


The Senate legalized 3.05 per 


cent beer and wine, whereas the 
House authorized the manufacture 
and sale of 3.2 beer only. The 
Senate also prohibited the sale of 
the beverages to minors under six- 
teen. There were indications the 
House would accept the amend- 
ments. 


The Senate recessed until Mpnr 


day, so the bill cannot be sent to 
President Roosevelt for his signa- 
ture until that day. It would take 
effect fifteen 
days later. Ad- 
ministration leaders expected the 
legalization to bring $125,000,- 
000 annually in federal taxes. 


TWO MAJOR CHANGES 


The dry arid moists of the Sen-

The bill as it passed the Senate, 


would legalize beer, ale, porter, 
wine, similar fermented .malt or 
vinous liquor or fruit juices; con- 
taining not more than 3.05 per- 
cent of alcohol by weight. 'This 
percentage would equal 3.8 by 
volume. 


$5 PER BARREL 


A federal sales tax of $5 per 
barrel of 31 gallons would bring 
in, the federal revenue, along with 
a $1,000 federaltax on each brew- 
ery producing fermented bever- 
ages. No licenses would be issued 
in dry states. 
The bill would allow the manu- 


facture of malt beverages in ex- 
cess of 3.05 percent but only if the 
alcoholic content were reduced to 
the legalized limit prior to sale. 
The same permission would be 
given producers of wine or fruit 
juices. 
Dry states would be protected 


by a special provision, prohibiting 
transportation 
of the legalized 
beverages into their territory. A 
special section would impose a fine 
of $1,000 or six months impris- 
onment on violators of the dry 
state protective clause. 


The hill would permit news 
paper advertising of the legalized 
beverages, 
regardless of state 


laws, so far as the U. S. mails 
are concerned.

Clarenca Curtain, for 


pity nine years .a. member of the 
Bar ol Pickawa^co Ohio, depart- 
ed this hfe Matcft 4ih, 1933, in 
Circlevills, Ohio at the age of 80 
v ars; In 1882 rhe was married to 
ilciry Carper, who with one son 
•ind three grand 'ehildreh survie 
him: 


He was 
born near 
London, 


jyjadison-co, Ohid in the year'1853, 
and commenced his education in 
the country schools of that coun- 
ty. Later he attended 
school in 


London and from there went to 
the University of Michigan, at 
Ann Arboi, where he graduated 
m the law department 
in 1874. 


Almost immediately thereafter he 
settled in Circleville and entered 
upon the practice of his profes- 
sion, having been admitted to 
practice in this state by ths Dis- 
trict Court. 


Mr. Curtain formed a partner- 


ship with the Hon. A. T. Wiallmg, 
who at that time was a member of 
Congress, and this firm continued 
until 1879, and from that time 
until he was elected Judge, Mr 
Curtain practiced alone. 


In 1884 he was elected Prosecut- 


ing Attorney of Pickaway County 
and served in that capacity for six 
years During ths time he was 
Prosecuting 
Attorney the new

Mr> Curtain was elected Com- 


mon'Pleas Judge of Picka^ay-co 
in 1910, taking office in 1911, and 
vwaa twice re-elected, serving 
as 


-fudge for 
eighteen ;years . until 


192S, whan he lebred. 


Judge Curtain, while in 
the 


practice of law and while serving 
as Judge, was an untiring work- 
er, occupying almost his entire 
time, between his home, the court 
and his office He never ceased 
working upon a case either as a 
lawyer or Judge until he had ex- 
hausted tbe entire field 
of pre- 


cedent and legal thought. In pre- 
paring his decisions on cages pre- 
sented to him as Judge, he not 
only gave caret ul examination and 
consideration to the briefs pre- 
sented by counsel, but frequently 
examined into ths law 
for fur- 


ther legal precedent upon which to 
make his decision He invariably 
wrote his opinion and gave reason 
and precedsnts for the same, m a 
~lear and exhaustive manner, that 
the losing party would sea the 
justice of the decision, and fre- 
quently abide by the decision with- 
out appealing or prosecuting error 
to the higher court. If cases were 
taken to the higher court counsel, 
m whose; favor the case had been 
decided by Judge Curtain, would 
use the opinion of the Judge 
to 


sustain his case in the higher 
court His decisions wera frequent- 
ly "referred to and followed by
